886, yet the fact is that as early as December 10, 1879, Frater Berry issued a call to several 
prominent Knights Templar, inviting them to take a libation with him on the following Christ- 
mas Day, at noon in the City of Washington, D. C.,—thus showing that the service had its ori- 
gin several years before its introduction into the Grand Encampment. And now, in memory 
of those pioneer Knights who first suggested our Christmas observance, and on this semi- 
centennial of its introduction into the Grand Encampment, the great Templar army halts for 
a moment to salute you, as its Commander-in-Chief and then marches on toward the attain- 
ment of all of those things for which Templary stands. 

‘ Unfortunately, while our Blessed Immanuel taught the doctrine of “Peace on earth, good- 
will toward men,” war dogs have again been unleashed and human blood has again been 
spilled in a land not far from Galilee.

The follow- 
ing words might well have been written with reference to the present day: “I have seen 
tyrant kings crush their helpless folk. I have seen the fields of the innocent trampled into 
bloody ruin by the feet of conquering armies, I have seen the wicked nation overcome the 
peoples that loved liberty, and take away their treasure by force of arms.” 

As members of an Order founded upon the Christian religion and its principles of peace 
and good will toward all mankind, our hearts have indeed been saddened to be compelled to 
witness the slaughter of human beings at the behest of power maddened dictators. We should 
be thankful to Almighty God that it has fallen to our lot to live in a land dedicated to the 
proposition that the only justifiable warfare is that of defense.

We pay loving tribute to those distinguished fratres who fifty years ago inaugurated this 
beautiful Christmas observance that has contributed so much to the joy and happiness of the day. 

I reciprocate most cordially and appreciatively your kind Christmas message. My warmest 
greetings go out to you my beloved fratres, to you and to your dear ones, and to our fratres 
of sister Jurisdictions, for a Joyous Christmas and a most Happy and Prosperous New Year.

GRAND PRELATE’S EASTER MESSAGE 1936 

Not many experiences in Christian life transcend the joy of the 
Easter festival. With the fastness of winter over and nature everywhere 
showing signs of new life, nature’s victory over winter’s death, one feels 
the thrill which always comes with hope fulfilled. 

It takes but a moment of time and very little effort to note that 
the world teems with life. From that far off time when the waters 
yielded the first forms of life, up to the present, all through these count- 
less ages is evidence of growth, development, life. Nothing is more 
wonderful than these facts which our scientific brethren have revealed. 

Yet the story of life is not complete without the truth which Christ 
reveals, that life is eternal and that “God is not the God of the dead, 
but of the living.” 

This is the time when men may well decide whether life is mean- 
ingful, or meaningless. No one can read the modern revelations of 
earth’s slow growth and man’s progress without questioning whether 
or not all has been worthwhile. Ages upon ages, incomprehensible 
length of time, to bring earth to a condition for habitation, and more 
ages to bring man to that state of development where he dares to look 
up at the stars and ask, “What is Man?”

The shrinkage from book value in t+ 
was reported as having been-reduc 
in 1933 of #32,030.00 to a loss i 
or a return of about one half. We eport that this 
loss has been further reduced,until as st of this year, 
your investments show a shrinkage from book value of but $6511.04 
the various Bonds and Stocks showing a book value of $117,638.57 

and a market value of $111,127.53. 

At the beginning of this past Fiscal year,there were 48 less due 
paying members of the Commandery,than on the previous year,owing to 
deaths and dimits. The amount received for dues during that earlier 
year was $5420.17. With 48 less membership paying dues,this year we 
have received $6442.00 indicating that a hundred members who were 
not able to pay their dues in 1935 have done so in 1936,and this is 
most encouraging and helpful to the,Commandery. The Finance Com- 
mittee emphasize their appreciation of this support to them,and to 
the Commandery this past year. 

While the balance of cash in the hands of the Treasurer,is shown 
to be small,since this report was made up,as of August 3lst,more tha 
$1000, has been received from the Sir Knights for dues,some of which 
has been carried for several years,and which will enable the Treas- 
urer to pay the only outstanding bill against the Commandery, being 
a quarters rent,and so both the one quarter rent in arrears,as re- 
ported last year,and the payment of the yearly $700. on account of 
the loan from the Permanent Fund,for both last year and this year 
will be taken care of,both years of the repayment on the loan,having 


already been made. 
A complete,and comprehensive consideration in detail,is being made 


of the unpaid dues,which are less than a year ago,and it not being 
finished,will be presented to the Commandery later. During the past 
few months, your Commander and your Recorder,have had personal inter- 
views,or letters and: communications,with more than 250 of our mem- 
bers who have been in difficulty in the matter of their dues,owing 
to these times,and it is our intention,during the coming year,to 
have all who are in trouble contacted with,and to the end that un- 
known cases may not be coming up before the Commandery for action, 
without full and definite information. 

It is regrettable that occasionally,a member will feel it to be 
imperative for him to ask for a dimit,or cease to come to our Con- 
claves,because he has not been able to keep up his payments of his 
dues, Our belief is,that these Memberships,acquired by the payment 
of a substantial fee,and some of them of many years standing, should 
be held in trust as it were,for our members who are not at the pres- 
ent time in funds to pay their dues,and above all we think the most 
important service we can give to them,as well as to our Commandery 
and -to Knight Templarism,is to keep alive in them,their interest

Sir Knights of Boston Commandery;- 

Your Finance Committee have examined 
the Books and Accounts of the Armorer,Recorder,Treasurer and Trustees 
of the various funds of Boston Commandery,K.T. and find them correct 
and accompanied by proper vouchers for all disbursements. 

The Securities as enumerated in their reports,which have already 
been presented to you,have been examined,and are found to be as re- 
ported to you by them,and as shown on their books, 

All of these Securities were in the possession of your Finance 
Committee,at one and the.same time-namely,on September 15,1937, and 
were returned to the Vault,in the care of the Trustees,on that day. 

The following is a summary of the financial condition of Boston

Two items which have been carried on the books,in the Assets of the 
Charity Fund for some years,have been omitted,and do not appear as 
assets this year. They have.for some time been apparently worthless.

These were paid out for relief,and the Papke Note was taken by the 
Commandery,on the understanding that it would be paid,if it became 
possible to do ‘so,and this arrangement was made by the wish and re- 
quest of the recipient,but the Trustees of the Charity Fund, consid- 3) 
ered it was a charitable case,when it was paid out. The pons is now “4 
outlawed and of no value. 

The item for relief advanced to Sir Knight Neal,was that portion 
of the amount paid out by our former Treasurer,which he expected to 
recover from several Masonic Bodies,to which Sir Knight Neal belong- 
ed,and these Bodies declined to reimburse Boston Commandery. 

The sickness of Sir Knight Neal was of several months duration,and 
the controversy arose over the verbal understandings,and the continu- 
ance of the expense,without these Bodies having been given,so they 
claim,any notice of the amount being spent. Several Bodies did pay, 
and others declined to reimburse the Commandery. Your Committee deem 
it to be both fruitless and inexpedient to take any further action, 
and have omitted it from the enumeration of assets of the General 
Charity Fund. 

Two years ago,the number of Due Paying Members of Boston Commandery 
was reported as-972- and the dues collected that year-j5420.17. 

This year with 897 Due Paying Members,the dues collected are #5148, 

There is a tendency toward recovery,in the receipt,quite often,of a 
years dues from some Sir Knight,who has been wnable to pay for some 
time. A number have paid up to date since our books were closed,and 
the Recorder has more than $1100, so received,which will be turned 
over to the new year's Administration,to-night. A substantial part 
of this is back dues, 

A detailed list of all owing three years or more,was compiled a yea 
ago,with such other information as was available,and they have been 
in touch with us,and this data,is now added to by personal letters 
or reports from most of these Sir Knights. @® 

That list has been reduced by payments,by remits and by deaths, and 
those presented for your consideration this evening,are familiar to 
your Finance Committee, Those they recomend for Suspension, they 
believe are able to pay,but are indifferent,except in a few cases 
there are other sufficient reasons for them to recommend to you, that 
they be suspended. 

Some have been remitted by your Finance Comittee,in accordance wit 
the vote of the Commandery,because their situation was definitely 
known,and they.are loyal Knights and worthy of the remission given to 
them. 

An encouraging thing,is the very few new delinquents, or new cases 
of distress during the past year. The list of a year ago has been 
reduced to less than one half. We know it will be further reduced 
during the coming year. We need the dues,and we need the interest 
of these Sir Knights in our Commandery. We have confidence in their 
ability to come back. 

Your Finance Committee wish to make a special mention of the gener- 
ous support and assistance which has been given to your officers by + 
Sir Knights during the past year. It is not only encouraging and help 
ful to the Officers in their work,but it gives to the Commandery,more 
real strength and spirit than any line of officers can possibly im- 
part. Your attendance during the year just closed-ten Conclaves-has 
been recorded,and is 1225 for thexyear. The previous year it was also 
recorded,and was 832, In voicing the thanks of the Finance Committee 
for this splendid inerease,we can assure you that it is appreciated

IMMORTALITY OF THE SOUL”

It is thus that we carry on through life. It is a statement that 
gives voice to the longing in the heart of humanity since the begin- 


ning of time. 


“If a man die shall he live again?” has ever been the searching 
question of all ages. It is the same today. 


Our Easter, coming as it does in the springtime when nature 
comes out of the cold and death of winter into the warmth of life and 
beauty, revives the question but with something of assurance that 
human life shall pass through its experience of death to the spring- 
time of life eternal. “If God so clothe the grass of ihe field, will He 


” 
not much more clothe you? 


I believe in “the immortality of the soul” because I believe in 
God, His justice and love. Man has an inborn sense of a higher des- 
tiny and it cannot be that such a God-given instinct is false. In nature 
there is provision for man’s sustenance, liquid to quench his thirst, 
food to satisfy his hunger; with our souls filled with a hunger and 
thirst for a continued life and higher destiny, it must be that pro- 
vision is made to satisfy such desire. 


To me it has always been a source of encouragement and con- 
fidence to feel myself a part of God’s eternal purpose. I look out upon 
the world, the earth with its wondrous formation; the sky with its 
myriad of stars and planets; humanity with its marvelous develop- 
ment and almost infinite possibilities and when I put myself to really 
thinking about it all, I am appalled. I cannot believe that all that has 
been done, all that T can see and understand, is only for the short span 
of years, to be blotted out, defeated. With all the time and care that 
has been taken, it must be that eternity is needed to complete the struc- 


ture and fulfill the purpose of it all. 


The poet sings: ‘ 
“Whenever I am prone to doubt and wonder, & 


I check myself and say, the Mighty One 

Who made the solar system cannot blunder, 

And for the best all things are being done. 

He sets the stars on their eternal courses, 

Has fashioned this strange earth by some sure plan. 
Bow low—bow low to those majestic forces, 

Nor dare to doubt their wisdom, puny man.” 


But this is Easter and some claim that its message is single and 
centers in the death and resurrection of Jesus and many there are who 
find its religious celebration the proof of immortality. Easter, how- 
ever, has come down to us with mingled meaning, as Dr. Fosdick says:

BY-LAWS of BOSTON COMMANDERY,K,T.-No. 2 

As rewritten by the Committee,in accordance with the vote of 

the Commandery,of September 16,1936,which was as follows ;- 
"That a Committee be appointed to rearrange the By- 
laws of the Commandery,so that the various amend- 
ments become a part of the body of the Section to 
which they apply,eliminating from such Sections, 

- such part as is annulled by such amendment." 


BY-LAWS 
Article-1- Constitution 


The Boston Commandery of Knights Templars,and the Appendant 
Orders,shall consist of an Eminent Commander , Generalissimo, 
Captain General,Prelate,Senior Warden,Junior Warden,Treasurer, 
Recorder ,Sword-Bearer , Standard Bearer, Warder,three Captains 
of the Guards, Musical Director,Armorer and Sentinel,and as 
many other Balenta Tepes, as the members may from time to 
time determine. 


Article-2- Stated Conclaves 


Section-l- The Commandery shall assemble on the third Wed- 
nesday of each month,at such hour as the Eminent Commander 
shall direct,provided however,that in the months of July, ona 
August ah@OSsbeeHbSE, the stated conclaves may be omitted 

by a vote of the Commandery. 

Section-2- The Annual Conclave for the election of Officers 
shall be held at the stated conclave in September, 


Article-3- Election of Officers 


Section-l- The first eight officers shall be elected annually 
by written or printed ballots,the others shall be appointed 
by the Eminent Commander, immediately after his installation, 
Section-2- Installation of Officers 

The Officers shall be installed as soon as may be practicable 
and shall retain their offices,until their successors are in- 
stalled, 

Section-3- Vacancies: 

If any officer elect,not being pehneut® at his election, should 
decline to accept the office,or in case of the death or resig- 
nation of any officer,the vacancy shall be filled at the next 
stated eeasleves a a therefor,having been first ob- 
tained, 


Article-4- Duties of Officers 


Section-1- Eminent Commander 

It shall be the duty of the Eminent Commander to convene reg- 
ular and special Conclaves of the Commandery; to preside when 
present,at all such Conclaves;to instruct his officers and the 
members generally,in the mysteries of the Orders;to dispense 
justice,reward merit,encourage truth,and diffuse’the sublime 
principles of universal benevolence, 


Section-2- Generalissimo 

The Generalissimo shall assist the Eminent Commander in the 
various duties of his office ;receive his orders on all occasions 
and see them duly executed,and in his absence preside over the 
Commandery. 

Section-3- Captain General 

The Captain General shall proclaim the orders of the Eminent 
Commander,assist him in council,and in the absence of the En- 
inent Commander and Generalissimo,preside over the Commandery. 
Section-4- Prelate 

The Prelate shall perform such duties as appertain to his office. 
Section-5- Wardens 

The Wardens shall prepare the candidates,accompany them through 
the ceremonies,and introduce them into the Commandery. : 
Section-6- Treasurer 

The Treasurer shall demand and collect all the funds from the 
Recorder at each Conelave,give his receipt for the same,pay all 
demands against the Commandery, when duly approved by the Standing 
Committee on Finance,and keep a correct account of all receipts 
and disbursements. , 

All monies received from the Recorder,or from any other sources 
which are available for the payment of the expenses of the Com- 
mandery,except as otherwise provided in these by-laws,shall be 
promptly deposited in the name of Boston Commandery of Knights 
Templars, ; = 

He shall deliver to his successor in office, immediately after 

the installation of his successor,all the property of the Con- 
mandery remaining in his possession. 

Section-7- Recorder : 

The Recorder shall issue to all the members notifications of the 
Conclaves, inserting the names,places of abode,and occupations of 
all the candidates,and the special business of the Conclave. 

He shall observe with attention the transactions of the Command- 
ery,and keep an accurete record of them. He shall carefully pre- 
serve in some safe place,and in good order,all the papers and 
books of the Commandery which are not required for immediate use, 
keeping a full and minute inventory thereof, 

He shall promptly collect the revenue,and pay it to the Treasurer, 
at each Conclave of the Commandery. 

At the Annual Conclave,he shall present a correct written state- 
ment of his receipts and payments for the year, together with the 
amount of funds,if any,in his possession. oes 

He shall read the namesof all the members who are in arrears for 
_dues for one year or more,unless otherwise voted by the Commandery. 
A complete list of the members of the Commandery shall be prepared 
by him in January of each year,and shall be printed and furnished 
to every member of the Commandery,if so voted. , 

He shall forthwith deposit in the name of Boston Commandery of 
Knights Templars all funds of the Comandery,coming into his hands. 
Section-8- Sword Bearer 

The Sword Bearer shall assist in the protection of the banners of 
the Order;watch all signals from the Eminent Commander,and see 
his orders duly executed. 

Section-9- Standard Bearer 

The Standard Bearer shall display,support,and protect the banners 


of the Order, 


Section-10- Warder ¥ 
The Warder shall see the asylum securely guarded,and the sentinels 
at their posts; communicate to the Eminent Commander all petitions 
and requests for admission and favors,and return his answers, 
Section-11-. Guards 
The Guards shall challenge with spirit,examiné with caution, ad- 
monish with candor,relieve with alacrity, protect with fidelity, 
and valiantly defend their resvective posts, 
Section-12- Musical Director 
The Musical Director shall have the control and direction of the 
music. 
Section-13- Armorer 
The Armorer shall have the care of the Armory,and the general charg 
of all the furniture,regalie ‘and arms of the Commandery, and see 
that they are kept in good order and fit for uSee 
He shall make to the Commandery at the Annual Election of Officers 
a return in writing of every article in his department, and at all 
times render such assistence to the Officers as may be required, 
Section-14— Sentinel 
The Sentinel shall guard with vigilance the avenues to the Command- 
ery,give the alarm when necessary,and discharge such other duties 
as may: be required of him by the Eminent Commander,

BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE I 

CONSTITUTION 
The Boston Commandery of Knights Templars, and the 
Appendant Orders, shall consist ofan Eminent Commander, 
Generalissimo, Captain General, Prelate, Senior Warden, 
Junior Warden, Treasurer, Recorder, Sword-Bearer, Stand- 
ard Bearer, Warder, three Captains of the Guards, Musical 
Director, Armorer and Sentinel, and as many other Knights 
Templars, as the members may from time to time deter- 


& mine, 
ARTICLE II 


STATED CONCLAVES 

Secrion 1. The Commandery shall assemble on the 
third Wednesday of each month, at such hour as the 
Eminent Commander shall direct, provided however, that 
in the months of July and August, the stated conclaves 
may be omitted by a vote of the Commandery. 

Secr, 2, The Annual Conclave for the election of 
Officers shall be held at the stated conclave in September.

ARTICLE III 


ELECTION OF OFFICERS 


Section 1. The first eight officers shall be elected 
annually by written or printed ballots, the others shall be 
appointed by the Eminent Commander, immediately 
after his installation. 


INSTALLATION OF OFFICERS 


Scr. 2. The Officers shall be installed as soon as may 
be practicable and shall retain their offices, until their 
successors are installed. 


VACANCIES 


Secr. 3. If any officer elect, not being present at his 
election, should decline to accept the office, or in case of 
the death or resignation of any officer, the vacancy shall 
be filled at the next stated conclave, a dispensation there- 
for, having been first obtained. 


ARTICLE IV 
DUTIES OF OFFICERS 
EMINENT COMMANDER 


Section. 1. It shall be the duty of the Eminent Com- 
mander to convene regular and special Conclaves of the 
Commandery; to preside when present, at all such Con- 
claves; to instruct his officers and the members generally, 
in the mysteries of the Orders; to dispense justice, reward 
merit, encourage truth, and diffuse the sublime principles 
of universal benevolence. 


GENERALISSIMO 


Secr. 2. The Generalissimo shall assist the Eminent 
Commander in the various duties of his office; receive his 
orders on all occasions and see them duly executed, and in 
his absence preside over the Commandery.

Secr. 3. The Captain-General shall proclaim the orders 
of the Eminent Commander, assist him in council, and in 
the absence of the Eminent Commander and Generalis- 
simo, preside over the Commandery. 


PRELATE 


Secr. 4. The Prelate shall perform such duties as apper- 
tain to his office. 


WARDENS 


Secr. 5. The Wardens shall prepare the candidates, 
accompany them through the ceremonies, and introduce 
them into the Commandery. 


TREASURER 


Secr, 6. The Treasurer shall demand and collect all 
the funds from the Recorder at each Conclave, give his 
receipt for the same, pay all demands against the Com- 
mandery, when duly approved by the Standing Committee 
on Finance, and keep a correct account of all receipts and 
disbursements. 

All monies received from the Recorder, or from any 
other sources which are available for the payment of the 
expenses of the Commandery, except as otherwise provided 
in these by-laws, shall be promptly deposited in the name 
of Boston Commandery of Knights Templars. 

® He shall deliver to his successor in office, immediately 
after the installation of his successor, all the property of 
the Commandery remaining in his possession. 


RECORDER 


Secr, 7, The Recorder shall issue to all the members 
notifications of the Conclaves, inserting the names, places 
of abode, and occupations of all the candidates, and the 
special business of the Conclave. He shall observe with 
attention the transactions of the Commandery, and keep 
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an accurate record of them. He shall carefully preserve x ) 


some safe place, and in good order, all the papers and books 
of the Commandery which are not required for immediate 
use, keeping a full and minute inventory thereof. 

He shall promptly collect the revenue, and pay it to the 
Treasurer, at each Conclave of the Commandery. 

At the Annual Conclave, he shall present a correct 
written statement of his receipts and payments for the 
year, together with the amount of funds, if any, in his 
possession. 

He shall read the names of all the members who are in 
arrears for dues for one year or more, unless otherwise 
voted by the Commandery. 

A complete list of the members of the Commandery shall 
be prepared by him in January of each year, and shall be 
printed and furnished to every member of the Com- 
mandery, if so voted. 

He shall forthwith deposit in the name of Boston 
Commandery of Knights Templars all funds of the 
Commandery, coming into his hands. 


SWORD BEARER 


Secr. 8. The Sword Bearer shall assist in the protection 
of the banners of the Order; watch all signals from the 
Eminent Commander, and see his orders duly executed. 


STANDARD BEARER 


Secr. 9. The Standard Bearer shall display, support, 
and protect the banners of the Order. 


WARDER 


Secr. 10. The Warder shall see the asylum securely 
guarded, and the sentinels at their posts; communicate 
to the Eminent Commander all petitions and requests 
for admission and favors, and return his answers. 
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GUARDS 


Secr. 11. The Guards shall challenge with spirit, 
examine with caution, admonish with candor, relieve with 
alacrity, protect with fidelity, and valiantly defend their 
respective posts. 


MUSICAL DIRECTOR 


Secr. 12. The Musical Director shall have the control 
and direction of the music. 


ARMORER 


Secr. 13. The Armorer shall have the care of the 
Armory, and the general charge of all the furniture, 
regalia and arms of the Commandery, and see that they 
are kept in good order and fit for use. 

He shall make to the Commandery at the Annual Elec- 
tion of Officers, a return in writing of every article in his 
department, and at all times render such assistance to the 


Officers as may be required. 


SENTINEL 


Srcr. 14. The Sentinel shall guard with vigilance the 
avenues to the Commandery, give the alarm when neces- 
sary, and discharge such other duties as may be required 
of him by the Eminent Commander. 


ARTICLE V 


BONDS 


The Commandery shall bond the offices of Commander, 
Treasurer, Recorder and Treasurer of the several funds of 
the Commandery, for such an amount and in such Bonding 
Companies as the Council may from time to time deter- 
mine, said Bond to be payable to the Trustees of the 
Permanent Fund of Boston. Commandery of Knights 
nd to be held by them for safe-keeping, the 
such bond to be paid by the Commandery.

ARTICLE VI 
CANDIDATES FOR THE ORDERS 


Every candidate for the Orders shall make application 
in writing, stating his age, residence and occupation, 
enclosing the fee of seventy-five dollars, and accompanied 
by a certificate from three Royal Arch Masons, certifying 
that he has regularly received the degree of Royal Arch 
Mason, and is of good moral character and respectability. 

Every application shall be referred to a Committee of 
three, who shall be immediately notified of their duty by 
the Recorder. 

The candidate shall stand proposed from one Conclave 
to another and his name shall be inserted in the notifica- 
tions of the Conclave at which the balloting is to take place.

RESIGNATIONS 


Secr. 3. Any member wishing to resign his membership, 
shall pay his indebtedness to the Commandery, and give 
the Recorder a written notice of his intention to withdraw. 

Provided that if all indebtedness to the Commandery 
are paid and no charges are pending against him, he is 
entitled to a demit without a vote of the Commandery. 


HONORARY MEMBERS 


Secr. 4, All Past Eminent Commanders of this Com- 
mandery shall be Honorary Members. _ 

Knights Templars who have been eminently useful to 
the Masonic Fraternity, or have rendered important serv- 
ices to this Commandery may be admitted Honorary 
Members. They shall stand proposed one month. Their 
names shall be inserted in the notifications for the regular 
Conclave at which the election is to take place, and the

Honorary Members shall enjoy all rights and privileges

The Fund 
shall consist of all moneys received for Life Membership, 
of all donations and bequests to the Commandery, which 
are not otherwise definitely limited, of one tenth of the 
entire annual receipts of the Commandery, excepting the 
fees for Life Membership and the income of the Permanent 
Fund, and of such additions as shall from time to time be 
made by vote of the Commandery. It shall not be con- 
sidered good knightly faith in the Commandery to dimin- 
ish the rate of increase hereby established. The principal 
of the fund shall never be expended. 


BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


Secr. 3. The Permanent Fund shall be held in the 
name of Boston Commandery of Knights Templars, and 
shall be under the direction and control of a Board of 
Trustees, consisting of the Eminent Commander, Treas- 
urer, and three members who hold no other office in the 
Commandery than that of a Trustee. At each Annual

Secr. 5. The Board of Trustees shall carefully and 
judiciously invest the Permanent Fund in such manner 
as in their best judgment, shall be safest and most pro- 
ductive, and shall select a suitable place of deposit for the 
securities and vouchers, where their absolute safety from 
fire and theft shall be ensured. 

The Board of Trustees shall keep a full and accurate 
record of the investments of the Permanent Fund, and 
at each Annual Conclave, they shall submit to the Com- 
mandery a correct statement of the Fund, in detail, 
exhibiting its exact nature and condition. 

They shall semi-annually pay to the Treasurer, for the 
use of the Commandery, all incomes derived from the 
Fund, as far as the same can be determined, provided the 
Standing Committee on Finance so require; otherwise 
the said income shall be added to and constitute a part 
of the Permanent Fund. 


ARTICLE IX 
CHARITY FUND 


-Srcrion 1. The Charity Fund established by Boston 
Commandery shall be styled, “The Charity Fund of 
Boston Commandery of Knights Templars.” 

The Fund shall consist of such bequests, donations, 
subscriptions, and other additions as shall from time to 


time be made to it, by any person or by vote of the 


Commandery. 
The principal of the fund shall never be expended. 


‘TRUSTEES OF THE CHARITY FUND 
Secr. 2. The Charity Fund of Boston Commandery, 
shall be “held in the name of Boston Commandery of 
Knights Templars, and shall be under the direction and 
donteolee a Board of Trustees, consisting of the Eminent 
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Commander, Treasurer and three members of the Com- 
mandery who hold no other office in the Commandery 
than that of a Trustee. 

At each Annual Conclave the Commandery shall elect 
one member of the Board for the term of three years.

The Board of Trustees shall carefully and 
judiciously invest the Charity Fund in such savings banks 
and securities of permanent value, as in their judgment 
will be safest and most productive, preferably in securities 
in which savings banks in this Commonwealth are author- 
ized by law to invest, and shall select a suitable place of 
deposit for the securities and vouchers, where their abso- 
lute safety from fire and theft will be ensured. 

The Board of Trustees shall keep a full and accurate 
record of the investments of the Charity Fund, and at 
each Annual Conclave, they shall submit to the Com- 
mandery a correct statement of the Fund in detail, 
exhibiting its exact nature and condition. 

The Trustees may m their discretion, or by vote of the 
Commandery appropriate any of the matured income of 
the Charity Fund to charitable purposes; but all of the 
income received and unappropriated at the end of the year, 
shall be added to the principal of the fund and shall there_ 
after constitute a permanent part thereof. 
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ARTICLE X 
DECEASE OF MEMBERS 


Section 1. On the decease of a member of the Com- 
mandery, the Eminent Commander shall immediately 
appoint a committee of five or more to attend the funeral 
services, and through the Recorder notify them of the time 
and place of the funeral, provided it be held within accessi- 
ble distance. Should any member of the committee 
be unable to attend the obsequies, it shall be his duty to 
procure a substitute, unless excused by the Eminent 


Commander. 


DONATION TO THE WIDOW OF A DECEASED MEMBER 

Secr, 2. The Eminent Commander may direct the 
Treasurer, on the decease of any member, to pay his widow 
or orphan thirty dollars. 


ARTICLE XI 
FEES AND DUES 


Secrion 1. The fee for the Orders conferred in Boston 
Commandery shall be seventy-five dollars. Every candi- 
date shall obtain at his own expense, before being knighted, 
a full regalia of Boston Commandery as described in 
Article XII, paragraph 2 under the heading, “Regalia,” 
in these by-laws. 

DIPLOMA 


Scr, 2. Every candidate receiving the Orders in this 
Commandery, shall receive a diploma without charge. 


FEE FOR MEMBERSHIP 


Srcr. 3. The fee for membership for a Knight Templar 
shall be twenty-five dollars. No application for member- 
ship shall be received from any Knight Templar except he 
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is in good standing as such. In the case of former member-* 


ship in this Commandery, which has been forfeited the full 
amount of dues owing the Commandery by him at the 
time of the forfeiture, in addition to the regular fee of 
twenty-five dollars, shall accompany the application. 


COMPENSATION TO RECORDER-ARMORER, ETC, 


Secr. 4. The Recorder shall receive as compensation 
for his services, five hundred dollars per annum, payable 
quarterly, and such other sums as the Commandery may 
from time to time determine. 

The Armorer shall be paid three hundred dollars per 
annum for taking care of the Armory, and five dollars for 
every meeting he attends and such other sums as the 
Commandery may from time to time determine. 

The Sentinel shall be paid five dollars for each conclave 
of the Commandery he attends and such other sums as the 
Commandery may from time to time determine. 


ANNUAL DUES 


Secr. 5. Every member, excepting Life Members, shal] 
at the Annual Conclave in each year pay the Recorder 
ten dollars for the support of the Commandery. 


REMISSION OF DUES 


Secr. 6. The Standing Committee on Finance shall 
have full authority to remit from time to time, the dues 
of any member whose age, infirmity, misfortune, or deserts 
may in their good judgment, entitle him to the remission, 
They shall, however, submit a detailed report of the dues 
remitted, for entry on the records of the Commandery, 


EXTRA ASSESSMENTS 


Secr. 7. No extra assessment shall be made except at a 
Stated Conclave, nor unless a notice of the Proposed 
assessment shall be inserted in the notifications for said 
Conclave. 
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FORFEITURE OF MEMBERSHIP 


Secr. 8. Bills for Annual Dues shall be sent with the 
notice of the Stated Conclave, next succeeding the Annual 
Conclave in each year, and shall be due and payable on 
or before the date of the next Annual Conclave. Newly 
admitted members shall pay a proportional part of the 
Annual Dues from the date of signing the By-laws until 
the next Annual Conclave. 

Any member whose dues or assessments are not paid on 
or before the first day of January next succeeding their 
maturity, shall be deemed a delinquent under the By-laws, 
and may, by the direction of the Standing Committee on 
Finance, be proceeded against for non-payment of dues 
in the manner prescribed by the Grand Constitutions. 
The notice therein provided for shall be served upon the 
delinquent Sir Knight at least two months before action 
shall be taken upon his suspension or expulsion, either by 
giving such notice to him in hand, or by leaving the same 
at his last and usual place of abode, or by mailing the same 
to his last known address, postage prepaid. 


ARTICLE XII 
UNIFORM 
Section 1. The uniform of Boston Commandery shall 
be as follows: 
Dress 
Black dress or frock coat, black pantaloons, black vest, 
black cravat and boots. 


Regalia 
Black chapeau with black feathers, gimp and rosette. 
Black velvet baldric and triangular apron, decorated 


agreeably to past usage. 
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Black enamelled leather belt, with silver clasp and 
chains and sword with a black leather scabbard, with silver 
mountings. 

Buff gauntlets with red passion cross on the outside of 
each cuff, to be worn on public parade, and white gloves 
at Conclaves for work. 


UNIFORM TO BE WORN 


Sect. 2. It shall be the bounden ‘duty of every member 
to promptly provide himself with the uniform of the 
Commandery, and to wear it when he is present with the 
Commandery at its Conclaves, and on its public parades, 

No Knight shall be admitted into the line unless he 
presents himself in full uniform. 


NO REGALIA TO BE LOANED 


Secr. 3. The Armorer shall not loan any of the regalia 
belonging to the members of the Commandery, without 
their written order authorizing him to do so. 


ADMISSION TO THE RANKS 


Secr. 4. Knights Templars whose uniform does not 
conform to the uniform of Boston Commandery, shall not 
be admitted to the ranks, without the permission of the 
Eminent Commander. 


ARTICLE XIII 
PARADES 


No public parade in uniform except at funerals shall be 
made without a vote of the Commandery at a Stated or 
Special Conclave nor unless a notice of the proposed parade 
is inserted in the notifications for said Conclave. 
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ARTICLE XIV 
COMMITTEES 


Section 1. The Knight first appointed on any com- 
mittee shall be the chairman thereof; he shall furnish his 
associates with a copy of the resolution or subject confided 
to them by the Commandery, and notify them of the time 
and place of their meetings. 

Members appointed on committees shall be in duty 
bound to attend to their duties promptly, faithfully, and 
at the time and place designated by the chairman. 


REPORTS AND EXPENSES OF COMMITTEES 


Secr, 2. All Committees, except Standing Committees, 
shall report their doings at the next Conclave after their 
appointment, unless otherwise authorized. The necessary 
expenses of committees shall be defrayed by the Com- 


mandery. 


ARTICLE XV 
COMMITTEE ON FINANCE 


Section 1. The Eminent Commander, Generalissimo, 
and Captain General shall constitute a Standing Com- 
mittee on Finance, who shall examine all bills and demands 
against the Commandery; approve them with a majority 
of their signatures, if they are found correct; inspect and 
audit the books and accounts of the Treasurer, Recorder, 
and Trustees of the various Funds of the Commandery, 
and superintend generally the financial affairs of the Com- 
mandery, unless it is otherwise specially ordered. 

At each Annual Conclave they shall submit a detailed 
statement of the receipts and expenditures of the past 
year, and furnish a list of the debts due by or to the 
Commandery. ¢ 

This Standing Committee shall examine and decide all 
excuses for the breach of these By-laws. 
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ARTICLE XVI 
AMENDMENT OR REPEAL OF THE BY-LAWS 


Section 1. These By-laws shall not be amended or 
repealed, unless the proposition to amend or repeal be 
submitted to the Commandery, in writing, at a Stated 
Conclave, read in open Commandery, stand at least one 
month, previous to the discussion, and be inserted in the 
notifications of the Conclave at which it is to be acted 
upon. 

Sect. 2. Every proposition to amend or repeal shall be 
referred to a committee of three, who shall report thereon 
at the next Stated Conclave, and the proposition may 
then be adopted by the consent of two-thirds of the 
members present, provided, however, that any proposition 
to amend or repeal Article 8 relating to the Permanent 
Fund, or Article 9, relating to the Charity Fund, or this 
provision, shall not be adopted, unless the proposition be 
made, in writing, at a Stated Conclave, borne on the 
notifications for the three succeeding Stated Conclaves, 
and then adopted by four-fifths of all the members present.

First-That there were found to be 324 members on the books of the Com- 
mandery,when a detailed check-up was taken some two months ago,who owed 
at least three years dues to the Commandery, That a considerable number 
owed four and five years,and a few six years, The total thus owing, be- 


ing $13,617.00 : 


Odd Fellows home,or in sanitariums,or cared for by relatives or friends, 
or on Old Age Pension or Relief,were remitted immediately by the Standin 
Committee on Finance,and were reported to the Commandery at the April 
Conclave. 

Of the remaining 288-77 had paid all they owed or a part,and in addition 
there were 26 others that the Standing Committee had deemed advisable toa 
withdraw from possible suspension at this time,by the wish of the Sir 
Knights,who solicited further time,believing they could make at least 
a part payment later-some of these may later be again presented to you, 
and a few,perhaps ought to be remitted.

We deeply regret our usual heavy loss by death; and urge 
attention of our Sir Knights to the fact, that in an ancient and 
honored organization such as Boston Commandery, special effort must 
be made to compensate in a small way with new members for the 
regretable loss of faithful Sir Knights who leave us- this splendid 
Templar heritage. Statistics show an average net loss of 55 in member- 
ship annually during the 10 years since 1929,--a situation by no 
means confined to Boston Commandery.

Our own fee for affiliation is $25,; thus even if all 110 members of 
Villiam Parkman Commandery joined our ranks through affiliation, the total 
igure would amount to but $2750, Ona consolidation, irrespective of how 
nany Sir Knights from ‘illiam Parkman Commandery might remain actively 
with us,the title to all the property of that Commandery automatically 
passes £0 Boston Commandery. At the present time that property, among 
other items, includes AWDGiiNiiiEXHEXHAATETOHAIXEHRH a Relief Fund of $10000. 
in cash in the East Boston Savings Bank,plus a small amount of additiona: 
cash,-or about #100. per capita, Of the Relief Fund $4071.89 came from 
donations or bequests between 1896 and 1926; the balance of approximate- 
ly “6000, came from initiation fees or dues, 

One item concerning which the Committee inquired most minutely was the 
status of William Parkman Commandery in connection with the East Boston 
Masonic Temple. The Temple is owmed in fee by the “ast Boston Masonic 
Association, Inc, which was formed in 1921, Solely as a stockholder 
William Parkman Commandery has a 1/5th interest in the building,and its 
meetings are held there,but the Commandery has no lease, 

In 1934 the Commandery loaned #2000, to the Building Corporation, which 
loan was apparently to be paid back out of $15. a month to be paid by th 
Commandery into a so-called Amortazation Fund. The Commandery has paid 
$990, into that Fund, On dissolution,and leaving the building, probably 
the Commandery forfeits its stock,and possibly its right to the return 
of “2000, but would seem to be under no possible, liability, 

Definite inquiry was also made concerning the mortgage on the East Bost 
Temple, This mortgage which appears to have been once for ¥35,000., but 
now substantially reduced,is held by the East Boston Savings Bank, 
Officials of that bank not only orally,but by letter,have officially 
stated to your Committee that William Parkman Commandery is not an en- 
dorser on the mortgage note,or in any way liable, 

Your Committee therefore reports that from a financial view-point, the 
proposed consolidation, plainly and unquestionably should prove a distinc 
gain for Boston Commandery, It meandé additional cash assets in excess of 
310.000, at the outset,followed by the annual collection of dues from a 
substantial number of additional Sir Knights,even granting that some of 
the members fail to keep up their membership. In the event of consolida 
tion each and every member of ‘William Parkman Commandery becomes automat 
ically subject to all the provisions of the By Laws of Boston Commandery. = __ 
From the point of view of added membership the Comuittee also reports faorably. 
During the 8 years since 193l1,with an average net loss of 55 members 
annually,only 33 new members have received the Orders in Boston Command- 
ery,or an average of only 4 each year. Collections of dues have corres- 
pondingly dropped,from ¥11,493,34 in 1930 to only #5109. in 1938. 

It is to be hoped,but not expected,that all of the 110 Sir Knights from 
William Parkman Commandery will continue active, Last year we had 16 de- 
mitted,68 suspended,and 25 deaths, Certainly a very substantial ee 
of the 110.Sir. Knights will not drop out. But assuming that one — is 
every 2 drop out,-leaving only 55 out of 110,- the number eee ee 
the total of 33 members we ourselves have taken in during the pas . 


Finally there is to be considered the fact that here are 110 Templar 
Masons,members of a Commandery which shortly may make some definite 
move,either to consolidate with another Conmandery or disband. 

The greater part of them certainly prefer to continue to be members 

f an active Commandery, They come to us,with no strings attached,and wit 
et cash assets in excess of $10,000. -or almost #100. a man. And they all, 
ach and every one of them,is a Templar Knight. 

Your Committee therefore reports favorably on the proposed consolida- 
ion,and strongly recommends the adoption of the proposal that Boston 
ommandery welcome the Sir Knights of William Parkman Commandery in the 
er provided by the Statutes of the Grand Encampment,

The books and accounts of the Armorer, Recorder, Treasurer, and 
Trustees of the various funds of Boston Commandery, have been examined by your 
Finance Committee and found to be correct and accompanied by proper vouchers 
for all disbursements. 


The securities, as enumerated in the various reports already 
presented, have been examined and found to be as reported to you in said reports 
and as shown on the books. All of these securities_were in the possession of 
your Finance Committee at one and the same time on di » september |2 ,1940, 
and were on that day returned to the Trustees, and by them replaced in the vaults 
of the Boston Safe Deposit and Trust Company at 100 Franklin Street, Boston.

There would also appear to be owed to Boston Commandery by 
the East Boston Masonic Association, Inc., an additional sum of $2000 loaned 
to that corporation by William Parkman Commandery in 1954 and against the 
payment of which debt, we are informed, William Parkman Commandery, over a 
period of years, further paid $990 into a so-called Amortization Fund for the 
liquidation of the same. At least that amount is now presumably held in trust 
by the East Boston Masonic Association, Inc. 


Outstanding bills of Boston Commandery as of August 51, 1959 
amounted to $4205,--namely $2100 due our Permanent Fund, and $2105 due on old 
rental to the Grand Lodge. Your Commander, in common with recent predecessors, 
assumed office two years ago with an unfortunate legacy of $2100 due for back 
rent, 2s well as $2100 remaining unpaid on a $7000 loan from the Permanent Fund 
made in October of 1929. This year, as well as last year, we have paid a full 
year's rent, although your Commander has repeatedly protested to the Grand Master 
against indefinite continuance of any such unjustified annual rental as $4000. 
During the past year we also made a payment of $1100 on the old note due our 
Permanent Fund,--representing the first such payment in over 5 years. 


Regrettable losses by death this past year which proved to be 
even heavier than usual, accentuate the constantly increasing need for new 
members to fill the ranks. Statistics show an average net loss of no 1 ess than 
rs annually during the 10 years from 1929 to 1959 inclusive. This past

Knights and ladies enjoyed the Templar Ball held at the South Armory in Boston 
under the auspices of the Presiding Councils Club of Eastern Massachusetts. 
Participating in our Ascension Day Services on Sunday, May 5, there were a 
record number of Sir Knights; comprising 19 Commanderies and 5 bands, there 

were 852 men in line, and 1292 Sir Knights and ladies at the Copley Plaza 
following the Church service. On May 20, 33 of our Sir Knights made a visitation 
trip to the State of Maine, where your officers exemplified the Order of the 
Temple for Portland Commandery. Events such as these during the past year’ in 
the history of our beloved Commandery we feel have tended to awaken a more active 
interest on the part of many of our Sir Knights, both new and old. 


And now in closing, your Commander desires to again express his 
personal appreciation of the patience and cooperation of his officers, and 
extends to his successors every wish for a happy and successful administration 
of the affairs of the largest Commandery of Knights Templar in our Grand 
Commandery, and the best Commandery in the United Statese

The report was presented by the Chairman of the Committee- Sir Clarence 


J,McKenzie,and further details were presented by Sir Herbert W, Jackson

Your committee of five, appointed on October 23, 1940, to study 
and report at thésconclave with recommendations on the salaries of all 
Officers of Boston Commandery, has performed its duties as ordered. 

The full committee has carefully considered the question of salaries 
and begs leave to report that the salaries of the paid officers in Boston 
Gommendery have not only been in line with other commanderies but our 
Recorder has been underpaid. 

Other commanderies generally average about $1.00 per capita for 
their recorders' salaries, whereas our commandery of 1008 members has 
averaged only about 80¢ per capita for our Recorder's salary. 

We, therefore, unanimously recommend that salaries in Boston Com- 
mandery be continued as heretofore, at our regular rate of $800.00 (in- 
eluding typewriting expense) as our Recorder's annual salary, payable 
rterly; that the Armorer's salary, as heretofore, shall be $300.00

per annum, plus $5.00 extra for each meeting, ceremony or official func- 


tion that he is obliged to attend; that the Treasurer's salary, as here- 


tofore, shall be 200.00 per annum; and thet the Tyler and the Organist, 


as heretofore, shall each receive $7.00 per meeting.
